Not satisfied with their defeat over the 
issue of beauty contests on campus, the 
Inter-fraternity Council has ‘parently 
decided to show that they can be inept in 
court as well as before the Faculty 
Senate. 

In what can only be termed as a 
pathetically humorous display of 
bravado, the IFC has brought suit against 
the Student Affairs Committee in the 
Student Board of Justice. It was the 
Student Affairs Committee which 
initially recommended the ban to the 
Faculty Senate. 

They have charged the committee with 
four separate complaints of injustice 
under the laws of the ASSSC. 
Fortunately, the IFC will not be alone in 
their embarrassment in this matter for the 
BOJ accepted the case, showing an 
equally apparent lack of knowledge of 
the very laws they are being asked to 
uphold.

It is the wish of the entire ‘Pinto Action 
Committee,’ to give credit where credit is 
due. ‘Mecha’ allowed Pintos to put their 


jurisdiction in it. And thirdly, if the IFC 
had a case and the BOJ had jurisdiction. 
the IFC was kind enough to include the 
committee’s defense in their charges 
against them. 

Briefly, the suit charges that the 
Student Affairs Committee 
**Unconstitutionally and illegally 
attempted to infringe upon our privileges 
(sic) as an ASSSC recognized organization 
by the passage of the referendum (sic) on 
November 12, 1971. The complaint 
charges the committee with infringing 
upon the IFC’s right to vote at elections, 
use ASSSC facilities, right to publicize 
activities, and freedom of expression. 

However the IFC and the BOJ do not 
seem to realize that they can have no case 
against the SAC if for no other reason 
than that President Bernard Hyink has 
yet to approve the ban. In short then, the 
IFC has yet to have a case because the 
contests officially have not yet been 
banned. Without a loss on their part, they 
are not entitled to sue for damages 


(whatever damages might be in this case.) 
Legally the only recourse for the IFC 
would be to ask the student court for an 
injunction against Hyink preventing him

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Implementation 
of the program 


The objectives of the first phase of the 
Pinto Action Committee Staff will be to 
establish and co-ordinate efforts (on 
Campus) for the formulation of a 
self-help ex-offender program. 

The program will have as the intended 
consumer the ex-offender on campus, the 
inmate eligible for release from the 
institution, released and parolee. 

The Campus component will consist of 
those individuals now attending SSC 
(approx. 20). With the co-operation of 
the Adult Authority Board and Parole 
Department, efforts will be made to 
contact and recruit interested individuals. 

The institutional component will consist 
of those institutions through out the state 
who would show interest in participating 
and complementing the effort to offer 
higher education as an alternative to 
combating recedivism (prison return 
rate). Mutual agreement with the 
institutions will precede any official 
concerted recruitment effort. (13 
institutions, 2 prisons). 

Phase I will be the foundation upon 
existing resources to serve present and 
future needs of this portion of the 
student body that is steadily increasing. 
To meet the challenge and demands of 
higher education methods and approaches 
must be implemented now, in order to 
keep abreast of the demand of such 
student needs. 

In a co-operative venture with the 
college the Pinto Action Committee 
Staff will approach and enlist campus 
agencies to provide whatever resources 
are at their disposal to ensure the 
continuation of the program. 

During the first phase a core of ten (10) 
ex-offenders and a staffing pattern of 
four (4) street people will be the 
mainstay of the program. 

The function of staff shall be twofold; 
During the first phase (Feb.-June), it shall

But even if there were a case, the BOJ. 
as stated previously, has no jurisdiction. 
For the autheiity of the BOT is only over 
the students and student clubs. Since the 
Student Affairs Committee fits neither of 
these conditions, they cannot be a party 
to a suit in the BOJ. Nevertheless the BOJ 
issued the committee a summons to 
appear this Thursday 


WHO HAS TIME? 


Unfortunately however, the summons 
was not only unsigned by any of the 
justices but it also neglected to mention 
at what time the hearing would be held 
Since a “failure to appear at the 
appointed time’’ assumes “that you do 
not choose to contest the charges” the 
committee is at a disadvantage to begin 
with. Neither the ASSSC attorney generai 
nor the ASSSC secretary, who did not 
even know of the matter, were informed 
as to the time of the hearing either 


Meanwhile the Hornet has been 
unsuccessful in contacting any of the five 
members of the Board of Justice. It is 
assumed that the BOJ itself does know 
the time, although there is no guarantee 
that is indeed the case. 

Assuming the plaintiffs (Larry Miles 
representing the IFC), the defendant 
(John McClure representing the Student 
Affairs Committee) and the members of 
the Court (chiefed by Dave Karabinus) 
manage to find each other Thursday the 
case should, however, come to a simple 
close. For, quoting the very statute the 
IFC claims has been violated, all of the 
rights the IFC is claiming exist “except in 
cases which are unlawful, or violate 
ASSSC Statutes, or Constitution, or 
California State College Policy.” 

Since the proposed ban, if signed by 
Hyink (who has until January 26 to make 
his decision) would become a college 
policy the IFC’s right to conduct a 
beauty contest would no longer exist as 
stipulated by the laws of the ASSSC 
itself

Duties of the ASSSC President 


John Clinton’s “Caravan” article on 
student government deserves a response 
both to preserve the integrity of student 
government and adequately inform ail 
students. The article emphasized that the 
Student Body President is an employee of 
the students. This is a superficial 
evaluation of the job, for indeed, the 
Student Body President is an official of 
the ASSSC and as such is charged with 
certain duties and authority by the 
ASSSC Constitution. Our Constitution 
reads that the President shall be the chief 
executive officer of the ASSSC, to whom 
all other executive officers of the ASSSC 
shall be administratively responsible. The 
writer of Caravan is one such executive 
officer and as such he is charged with the 
duty to encourage and develop “greater 
opportunity for student involvement in 
determining the content of curriculum 
and general education requirements.” I 
personally feel that he has grown overly 
zealous in his job and that he demands 
that the Student Body President be an 
“Academic” Student Body President.

radio shows to talk about the college and 
the student body. I also have had a 
variety of speaking engagements at high 
schools and other assorted community 
groups.

These jobs are time consuming 
and thus financially difficult for the 
dedicated coordinators. The decision to 
give coordinators a stipend will be left up 
to the students in an election sponsored 
by the ASSSC.

be the duty of paid staff to be responsible 
for delivery of services to the now 
existing ex-offender population. The staff 
will also endeavor to marshal necessary 
resources for the -implementation of 
phase two. The planning and 
programming of subsequent phases will 
be the responsibility of staff. The 
implementation as well as the 
administration of the program will be the 
duty of staff. The intent of all efforts will 
reflect that the program will be a 
continuing on-going service to be 
available as long as there shali be 
ex-offenders as part of the student body 
The ultimate and long range goal will be 
the institutionalization of the program 
and its proliferation through out 
institutions of higher learning. It shall 
also be the duty of staff to research and 
construct a series of instruments to 
provice participants full measure of any 
and all educational experiences that could 
be considered in their fulfilling 
requirements for placement, 
continuation, and graduation from 
college. 

To insure the continuation and 
expansion of the program, funds will be 
sought in the form of grants, donations, 
and contributions. All of which will 
necessitate the writing of proposals. 
Efforts in these areas will be explored on 
campus, with penal institutions, social 
service funding agencies, and private 
foundations. The burden of financial 
responsibility hopefully to be shared by 
all interested and active entities.
